A RUMOURED PLAN 
Aug. 16. 


‘Out of the welter of rumours concerning 
what was discussed at the meeting between 
Herr Joachim von Ribbentrop, German Foreign 
Minister, and Count Ciano,’ Italian Foreign 
Minister, nothing appears fo have emerged 
except that it is reported that European ten~ 
sion is easier—why it should be it is difficult 
to see, because of the total absence of official 
statements as to what occurred—and a re- 
ported compromise plan for the settlement 
of the Danzig issue. ‘The first seems to be 
hopeful, and the second intelligent anticipa- 
tion of what may ultimately result, but for 
the moment it must be remembered that 
there is nothing at, present offlial behind 
the reported plan. ‘There is not likely to be 
until Herr Hitler again makes his intentions 
known, and instead of being swayed by’ 
every small breeze of rumour Europe would 
be better advised to await the fulure patient 





ly, with, of cource, its powder dry. On the 
face of it the reported compromise scheme 
does not seem incapable of being carried 
into effect. It might conceivably satisfy 
German wishes though there is very little in 
it to suggest that it would be at all accept- 
able to Poland. The six points of the scheme 
‘are as follow : 


1—The post of League High Commissioner 
would disappear. 

‘2—Abolition of Poland's Commissariat 
General in the Free City, and replacement 
by a Diplomatic Mission’ to secure Polish 
interests, 

3—Danzie's status as a Free City to be 
revised, with its administration 100 per cent 
German. 

‘¢—Gradual lquidation over five years of 
the customs frontier between Danzig and 
Germany. 

‘German guarantee of the demilitariza- 

“on of Danzig by international agreement, 
Poland at the same time to abolish her 
munition depot on’ the Westerplatte Penin- 
Sula 





the harbour to be controlled by an 
independent harbour board, comprising re- 
presentatives of Poland, Danzig and Ger- 

‘many.—Reuter. 

Briefly summed up the plan provides for 
the removal of Danzig from the sphere of the 
League of Nations, the removal of Poland's 
‘Commissariat-General from the Free City, 
‘and the substitution of a diplomatic mission 
to secure Polish interests, and the formation 
of an administration completely German, with 
the gradual removal of the customs frontie: 
between Danzig and Poland over a period 
five years. 

The plan represents a solution entirely in 
favour of Germany, and if accepted by the 
latter would merely mean that, instead of 
immediate action, Herr Hitler would be pre~ 
pared to accept’a transition which in the 
end would attain his objectives. The dif- 
ference between this plan and what Herr 
Hitler has apparently all along contemplated 
is purely one of time, and if the plan does 
not actually say that Danzig shall be in- 
cluded within the Reich the effect of its 
provisions undoubtedly brings that about. 
Consequently the proposal that Germany 
should guarantee the demilitarization of 
Danzig means nothing ; it would be part and 
parcel of a nation thoroughly militarized, 
and for Poland to agree to abolish her 
munition depot on the Westerplatte Peninsula 
would be to agree to a set-off for which 
there is in effect no consideration. The 
sixth point providing that the harbour shall 
bbe controlled by an independent board con- 
sisting of representatives of Germany, Dan- 
zig and Poland, placing Poland again ‘in the 
minority, would appear to contemplate some 
hope that the very substantial proportion of 
Poland's trade which has been transferred 
from Danzig to Gdynia would again be 
diverted back to its old channel. That is 
unlikely, for, so long as Poland has a port 
‘over which she has control, she is not likely 
to agree to any arrangement which would 
require the passage of her trade through a 
port so patently not under her control, but 
under that of interests entirely inimical to 
hers. ‘Thus while the plan might serve as a 
basis for negotiation it is doubtful in the 
extreme whether as it stands it would prove 
acceptable to Polish eyes, for it offers Poland 
nothing and gives everything to Germany, 
with, of course, the exception that so long as 
Gdynia exists Danzig can never hope to re- 
gain her former proud position as a port. 
There, then, is raised the question of the 
Polish Corridor. So long as that exists, so 
long will Gdynia continue to work out its 
destiny as the real Polish port, and it is 
apparent that without the elimination of the 
corridor Germany can hope to secure no 
benefit from the return of Danzig even under 
this reported scheme. 

‘So much for the reported plan, which may or 
may not prove to be correct. On such slender 
‘material it is not easy to base any reason 
‘why it should be thought that European ten- 
sion is easier. Danzig is only one, and a 
very minor one at that, of the many ambitions 
which az> held by the Dictators. ‘The adjust 
ment of the issue concerning it, would do 
nothing to satisfy the further aspirations of 
Germany and Italy either in Europe or else- 
where. ‘There is still the question of German 
‘objectives in south-east Europe, the fate of 
Hungary, of Yugoslavia and Rumania to be 
considered, and Italian designs cannot be 
left out of the picture. Any solution of the 
Danzig issue which in effect represents fur- 
ther concessions on the part of the democra- 
cles to the totalitarian states will only be 
regarded as a sign of weakness, and an in- 
citement to push on with the designs of the 
Axis Powers in other directions. The only 
Possible solution of the Danzig question is 
fone which would do complete justice to both 
sides, and must, therefore, be a compromise 
acceptable to both. Herr Hitler is sald to be 
determined upon no compromise ; Poland is 
equally determined that she will not agree 
to the incorporation of the Free City in the 
Reich, and the consequent command by the 
latter’ of the mouth of the Vistula and all 
that: that means to the economic future of 
Poland. If it were possible to solve the 
question along lines of compromise there is 
no reason to believe that any such arrange- 
ment would be any longer lived than the 
accord reached at Munich. German guar- 











antees in the light of all that has happened 
provide no sure ground upon which the Euro- 
ean nations can negotiate with any degree 
of security, and until the prevailing atmo:- 





phere of distrust is completely dissipated it 
Jwcould be idle to believe in the possibility of 
a settlement in Europe which would ensure 
peace for any length of time. That does not 
admit the inevitability of war, but does serve 
to emphasize the fact that as things stand that 
catastrophe is always well within the bounds 
of probability. A settlement of Danzig, will 
not secure European peace; there are too 
many other issues which are to be raised to 
permit of the belief that this reported plan 
provides the highway to peace. 





A GRAVE MISTAKE 


Aug. 17. 

Tokyo is likely to fect considerably em- 
barrassed over the latest demonstration of 
Japanese behaviour towards foreigners in 
Tientsin, and if indignation in the United 
States is not already high enough, the slap- 
ping of an American woman by @ Japanese 
soldier, and the generally insulting behaviour 
of the'man towards her, will certainly serve 
to remedy any defect in that respect. Judg- 
ing from the reports which have come to 
hand there can be no question as to any) 
mistake being made. ‘The Japanese soldier, 
responsible, Knew quite well, not only from 
the American card of indentifcation, but 
also from the card given Mrs. Richard by 
Mr. N. Nishida, Japanese Vice-Consul, with 
‘whom’ he was’ dealing, and a more ‘direet 
‘affront to Americans and his own consular 
‘officials could not have been delivered. Mk. 
's card was written in Japanest 
permitting of no misconception; the Japan- 
ese soldier knew what he was doing, and 
did it deliberately. The matter is referred 
to at this juncture for the purpose of pointing 
‘@ moral of which the Japanese would do well 
to take heed. If Japanese soldiers, alleged 
to be disciplined, can exceed their orders 
levelled against ‘the British, and involve 
people of other nationality, how much more 
sdangerous must be the anti-British cam- 
paign, inspired and sponsored by the Japan- 
ese military in north China? If the Japan- 
‘ese military command are unable to restrain 
their men from exceeding their instructions, 
and it is not to be believed that the Japanese 
soldiers have yet been ordered to molest 
other third party neutrals than the British, 
how less able will be they to control the 
‘activities of the Chinese mobs who they are 
seeking to inflame against the British. In- 
deed there is evidence that this anti-British 
‘campaign is becoming generally xenophobic 
in complexion, There is a very grave 
danger that this movement may eventually 
become completely out of hand, and that 
through a creature of their own the Japanese 
may ultimately become involved not ‘only 
with Great Britain, but other Powers as 
‘well. 

The same may be sald of the movement 
directed against British missionaries. Who 
fare there amongst the Chinese, and their 
Japanese leaders to make the fine distinc 
tions between nationalities which is neces- 
sary if the interests of the British missionar- 
Jes ore to be destroyed, and those of other 
white races meticulously protected? That is 
very obviously a matter of considerable 
difficulty, and most likely in remote spots. 
‘almost impossible. ‘The possibility, therefore, 
of these anti-British movements ‘eventually 
involving Japan in disputes with other 
Powers, is something which the more moder- 
ate elements in Japan must regard with some 
anxiety. Their counsels at present do not 
prevail; it is possible that before the end 
of the week the Army will have gained 
their point with regard to Japan's attitude 
vis-a-vis of the European situation, in which 
‘event it will have been shown that the 
control of Japan's foreign policy will have 
passed completely into the hands of the 
military, the saddest possible thing which 
could happen for that country. It may very 
‘well be a case of quem Deus vult perdere 
prius dementat for there can be very little 
doubt that a continuance of. the present 
‘course of conduct by the Japanese can lead 
to only one result, the open alignment of the 
Powers, she is managing to offend now and 
may offend later, against her. If the 
Japanese ever knew anything of the axt of 
influencing people and making friends, the 
last two years demonstrate that they have 
completely forgotten it, and the men who 
are at present in the ‘saddle, because of 
their very desperation, are tending to bring 
about a state of affaits which may react. 
very considerably to Japanese disadvantage. 
‘Thus, despite the bland assurances, the ready 
apologies, and on occasion quick compensa~ 
tion for wrongs done, the Japanese have com- 
pletely failed to convince American opinion 
that there exists between the two countries 
that close friendship which the Tokyo Gov- 
ernment would have: the Japanese masses 
believe. It is possible that within a very 
short time the Japanese civilian authorities 
will tender to the American Government 
the most profound of apologies, and promises 
that everything will be done’ to- prevent a 
recurrence of incidents such as the latest 
in Tientsin. 

‘That amende will be accepted in Washing 
ton for precisely what it is worth, and if 
that is not very high, the Japanese have 























themselves {0 blame for allowing the 
occurrence of so many incidents that apole~ 
gies have become a veritable glut on the: 
diplomatic market. It is unfortunate, the 
Japanese conception of diplomacy being 
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what it is, that the governments of the 
world are’ unable to draw the real distinc: 
tion between the Japanese Government and 
the Army in North China. If they could, 
‘they would undoubtedly . require apologi 
from the Ministry for War, but that, u 
happily, is impossible, even’ if it did’ con- 
form more closely tothe realities of the 
situation. Nevertheless the behaviour of 
the Japanese towards Americans in China 
hhas been such as to raise a direct issue be- 
tween the two countries, and the Japanese 
up to the present have done nothing to 
remedy that state of affairs. The giving by 
Washington of notice to terminate the 
American-Japanese Treaty of 1911 should 
‘surely have warned even the hot-headed 
militarists that they were playing a danger- 
ous game, The occurrence’ of such in- 
cidents as the slapping of an American 
woman is just that type of thing which is 
most calculated to arouse indgination 
throughout the whole of the United States, 
and that misguided sentry at the barriers in 
‘Tientsin has probably done more to rally 
public opinion behind President Roosevelt 
in his handling of the Far Eastern situation, 
if that were really necessary,—than any- 
thing else could possibly have’ done. ‘The 
remedy is in Japanese hands, and theirs 
alone. The raising of the blockade of the 
British Concession in ‘Tientsin and the stop- 
page of the anti-British campaign through- 
‘out the Japanese occupied areas is the only 
means of averting future trouble, That the 
Japanese army will not realize that may be 
taken for granted, but as long as these actions 
continue so also will the danger of non- 
Britons becoming involved, It is not every 
nation in the world which’ is preoccupied in 
Europe, ‘The United States, for example 
are one, and if the Japanese military really 
do want to tangle with America they are 
going the right way about it, Tt might not 
prove a very happy experience for them. 


























INVITATION TO—MUNICH ? 
Aug, 18 
Of the Jarge amount of kite-flying, that 
has been indulged in during the past few 
months over the European crisis, not the 
east interesting are the two suggestions that 
the Danzig issue could be settled by a con- 
ference of Great Britain, France, Germany, 
Italy and Poland—very' much the case of 
the proposed victim being consulted as to 
its eventual fate,—and the later one that 
there should be ‘a thirty day truce while 
the first four Powers should confer in an 
attempt to solve the Danzig question, and 
that any agreement which they reached 
would be submitted to Poland, and, if that 
issue could thus be successfully ‘disposed 
f, then the truce might be prolonged to 
allow further problems in suspense to be 
discussed. With regard to the first sugges- 
tion ‘the parenthetical observation made 
above is probably sufficient comment; the 
Second is the more ingenious and, therefore, 
more subtle. It is reported to have origin 
fated in the conversations between Herr von 
Ribbentrop and Count Ciano and to have 
been communicated to the Pope. It will 
not do. It fails to take account of the 
very definite hardening of opinion amongst 
the democracies, which has taken place 
since the betrayal at Munich, and has 
about it so much of the Munich formula 
that it is surprising that the statesmen could 
not have devised some better scheme, for 
this one, even to the most superficial ob- 
server, follows sd much along the lines of 
ast year that it would scem that the two 
men are becoming bankrupt of ideas. Set 
out in all its nakedness it means this;—the 
four great Powers shall negotiate an agree 
ment as to the fate of Danzig, and. shall 
present it to Poland for her’ acceptance. 
Germany has made it absolutely plain that 
no settlement other than the incorporation 
of the Free City into the Reich will satisty 
her.» There is consequently no room for 
compromise, and all that the plan seeks to 
effect, is to persuade Great Britain and 
France to come into line, whereupon the 
proposed scttlement would be presented to 
Poland, and if she refused to accept it, her 
guarantors would be relieved of ‘thelr 
obligations to her. : 
It is all just so simple as that, and is de 
signed for the purpose of giving Great 
Britain and France a way out, should the 
disciples of appeasement still prevail in the 
governments of those two countries, ‘The 
tragedy of the whole business is 10 be found 
the fact that German and Italian leaders 
still fail to understand that, when the British 
Prime Minister and the Foreign Secretary 
announced that the day of appeasement had 
Past, they really meant what they were 
saying. Herr von Ribbentrop, whose pro- 
pheey last year that Great Britain would 
hot fight was fulfilled, is apparently still 
convinced that there is the same reluctance 
Hatred of war exists just as bitterly in 
Britain as it does in other European coun- 
ties, but hatred of aggression is as strong, 
if not stronger today, and there is very 
fittle doubt that if in the light of sutuie 
developments Mr. Chamberlain wei 
to seek to revert to the policy of last year, 
perfectly justifiable in the light of all the 
circumstances as it was then, there is very 
little likelihood indeed that he would be 
able to retain office. There ure times when 


























the force of public opinion is stronger that 
Ministers themselves, and if any scheme led 
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to the ultimate betrayal of Poland, especial- 
ly if it were produced in circumstances such 
1s this proposed conference would un 
doubtedly create, the Government guilty of 
bbeing concerned in it could not possibly last 
very long. There is, therefore, very litle 
kelinood of any such suggestion as_ this 
getting very far; it has a highly suspicious 
odour. ‘There ean be no conference which 
based upon the assumption that  every- 
thing Germany wants has to be given her, 
‘and so long as she adopts that completely 
intransigeant attitude so long can there be 
nothing but the slenderest chances of per= 
manent peace. Indeed it may. be question- 
ed whether the atmosphere in Europe is 
conducive of success by negotiation. With 
the mobilization of millions of men, the 
display of force which may be applied 
should conversations fail, the representa 
tives of the democracies would be negotiat- 
ing “under the gun.” That they are no 
Tonger prepared to do. ¢ 
‘The prerequisite to any negotiations which 
are to take place in Europe would be he 
demobiiization of the forees of all. nations 
concerned, whereby a simulation of peace, 
if not the’ actual thing may be obtained. The 
next essential would be that a general 
European conference should be convened 
including all those states which may. be 
affected one way or the other by decisions 
which might be arrived at. It would in- 
clude Russia as well as those nations to 
which French and British guarantees have 
been extended, and could then only be com= 
menced after ‘it was made clear to and 
accepted by the Totalltarian Powers that it 
was called not for the purpose of submitting 
to thelr demands but with the end of view 
ot doing the completest justice to everyone 
concerned, It Js not to be doubted whether 
it {8 justice that either of the Dictatorships 
wants; they very obviously desire aggrandise- 
ment at the expense of the weaker nations 
first and eventually of the stronger ones as 
well, and the democracies of the world have to 
face’ the fact that the totalitarian Powers 
fare not bent upon the vindication of their 
So-called rights but on carving up the 
world to sult their own particular tastes. 
It is because of that fact that there must 
ultimately be resistance offered to:them, if 
in the furtherance of their schemes they 
resort to aggression. ‘The peace of Europe 
therefore, be maintained only so long 
as they hesitate in seeking to put thelr 
programme into operatidn, but if they think 
they can do this by again endeavouring to 
ead Britain and France down the garden 
path they. may find themselves hopelessly, 
and tragically mistaken. ‘The fate of 
Czechoslovakia weighs heavily on the con- 
selences of public opinion in Britain and 
Franco; they are unlikely to accept another 
such burden in the partition of the Poland 
of today, and, if this latest scheme for a 
conference is ever officially put forward, it 
{s to be devoutly hoped that so trans 
@ device will get the reception i 
eserves; it might serve too as 
object lesson to such men as the Totali- 
tarian Foreign Ministers of what cannot be 
done to all the people all the time, 

















MURDER MOST FOUL 
Aug. 19. 

The dastardly murder of Mr. H. P. 
Krogh yesterday morning, just as he was 
Teaving’ his residence in ‘Amherst Avenue, 
has aroused more than a little sensation, and 
it is obvious that before the matter is ¢1 
tually closed some very pertinent questions 
will have to be asked. It will be remembei 
ed that some time ago it was alleged against 
(Mr. Krogh that he had entered a Ta Tao 
police station had lowered a Ta Tao flag. It 
4s reported that the Ta Tao Government 
protested and demanded satisfaction, but Mr. 
Krogh denied that he was in any way con- 
corned in the matter, and there it appears to 
have rested. Yesterday morning, from the 
information’ available, he was leaving his 
house jn his motor car when two men ap- 
proached him, and apparently asked if he 
were Mr. Krogh, upon receiving a reply in 
the affirmative he was immediately shot twice, 
wounds being inflicted from which he died 
very shortly afterwards. ‘There does not on 
those facts appear to be any doubt that it 
‘was this man's death which was intended, for 
if it had merely been the wanton slaying of 
4 foreigner there would have been no neces- 
sity for the assassins to have made sure of 
his identity. The question naturally arises 
as to whether this was a crime of revenge, 
and if so whether it was inspired officially 
or unofficially, It is to be hoped for the 
diminished credit of the 'Ta Tao Government 
that this will be proved to be the deed of 
some hotheads in no way having official 
connections, and that this crime may eventu- 
ally be added to those others of which the 
gangsters of the badiands are responsible for 
quite a long list. If this murder was one of 
revenge, and there is evidence to suggest that 
it is, then nothing more despicable has been 
perpetrated in this area for a considerable 
time past. Even if Mr. Krogh had been 
guilty of the allegations made against him, 
and there is nothing to suggest that he was, 
to mete out death for it would have been 
wholly’ out of proportion to the gravity of 
his alleged act. 

If the theory of revenge cannot in the elr- 
cumstances be disregarded, and it seems that 

















it-eannot be, the only important point to be 
considered is as to who incited the murde®, 
jand whether for the future foreigners are 
to expect similar treatment if unfortunately 
they “happen to clash with the Ta Tao 
authorities. The “North-China Daily News" 
has not hesitated to condemn assassina- 
tion for political purposes no matter what 
was the political complexion of the vic- 
tim. It has as earnestly reprobated attacks 
upon Chinese who have cast in their lot 
with the Japanese as it has attempts against 
those who still remain loyal to the Chinese 
Government. If, as it is oped, it is proved 
that Ta Tao offcialdom has had nothing to 
do with this heinous offence, it will not 
escape all criticism in connection with it. 
‘The conditions prevailing in that area out- 
side International Settlement boundaries, and 
the railways line are a growing scandal and 
‘one which reflects nothing but the greatest 
diseredit upon an administration which pro- 
tesses ability to govern. There is probably 
no area in the world at the present moment 
where so much viee and disorder prevails as 
in what have been aptly termed the badlands. 
It has become the Alsatla ‘of practically. ali 
the bad characters of the locality, and, if 
their presence there is not officially tolerated, 
there is all the evidence in the world to show 
that the administration has made no real 
effort to get rid of them. It is a question 
which Mr. Fu Siaowen may very well. ask 
himself as to whether after all he is able to 
perform the functions of government. - When 
hhe assumed office he was responsible for 
‘statements of policy, which, if they had been 
adhered to, would ‘have. made Shanghai a 
much better place than it is. ‘Those promises 
hhave not been fulfilled and this enclave of 
lawlessness on the very borders of the In~ 
ternational Settlement, completely under his 
{jurisdiction is a standing monument to the 
Inefficiency of his administration, even if it 
{is not significant of something ‘even more 
serious. 

It is 50 easy to be wise after the event, but 
it is made clearer every day that, when the 
‘chance to take over control of what have now 
become the badlands first presented itself, 
‘and it was not availed of, a grave error was 
committed. Had that been done, and it 
could have been completely justified in view 
of the conditions then prevailing, if only 
because of the military necessity of the de- 
fence forces, there would have been no op- 
portunity for the conglomeration of erimin- 
als at present taking refuge there to have 
‘assembled, or if they had, they would have 
been dealt with rather miore efficiently than 
the Ta Tao Government appears to have 
done. ‘That unfortunately did not take place, 
and the administration which is at present 
lexeréising jurisdiction over it, either cannot, 
or, for purposes of its own, will not put the 
place in order. Tt may with justice be point- 
‘ed out that it is only since the Ta Tao Ad- 
ministration came into existence that the bad- 
lands evolved. From 1927 when the defence 
forces first occupied the perimeter, until 1937, 
during which time the area in question was 
‘controlled by the Municipality of Great 
Shanghai, a satisfactory degree of order was 
maintained in the area, and without exag- 
eration it may safely ‘be said that during 
those ten years no incidents such as are now 
fof frequent occurrence ever took place. It 
may be pleaded that conditions have changed 
considerably as a result of what happened 
here in 1937, but it has to be pointed out 
that nearly two years have elapsed. since 
fighting moved from this locality, and a con~ 
siderable period since the Ta Tao Govern- 
ment was first created, and there has becn 
more than enough time in which to organize 
‘2 complete and ecient administration. That 
judging from the badlands has certainiy not 
been done. Yet there still remains one test 
by which the good faith of the authorities 
responsible may be estimated. It should not 
bbe difficult for them to ascertain who are 
responsible for this latest outrage and to 
bring them to book, for it may confidently 
bee believed that there is not ore gangster in 
that Alsatia who does not know the identity 
of the two murderers, ‘The question of their 
‘apprehension should be a matter of a very 
short time indeed. By doing that the Ta 
‘Tao Government would do something to re- 
hhabifitate itself in the public eye, and that, 
in all conscience, is what it most urgently 
needs to do. 








REACHING A CLIMAX 


Aug. 21. 

This present week may very well prove to 
be the most fateful in the history of the 
world, for it is quite likely that before its 
‘end the decision of whether it shall be peace 
‘or war will have been taken. The crisis in 
Europe over the fate of Dunzig is rapidly ap- 
proaching a climax, and Herr Hitler will 
shortly have to decide whether he will hold 
his hand or plunge Europe and perhaps the 
‘whole world into war. The. technique of 
last year is being faithfully copied. In the 
German press a veritable whirlwind of hate 
is being displayed against the Poles, and the 
usual crescendo of tales of atrocities wreaked 
‘upon Germans in Poland is just about reach- 
ing the utmost fortissimo possible. in the 
German controlled newspapers. ‘The kites 
which have been fown suggesting that at 














this late moment a Four Power conference 
should be held for the purpose of deciding the 
fate of Danzig have gone the wi 





ill-omened birds, while the latest report to 
the effect that Great Britain has declined 
invitations to mediate in the affair suggests 
‘that there will be no repetition of the sending 
of Lord Runciman to Prague as was done 
during the crisis last year. A great deal has 
been said in the German Press of the blank 
cheque which it is claimed Great Britain has 
given Poland, and which is blamed for the 
sturdiness with which the Poles are opposing. 
German demands. A similar blank cheque 
has been given to every nation which Britain 
‘and France have guaranteed against aggres- 
‘sion by the Axis Powers, and though it may 
bbe argued that this places in the hands of 
the governments of the smaller countries the 
issue between peace and war, the fact still 
is that that decision rests wholely and solely. 
with Germany and her ally. Aggression on 
their part must mean war, and there should 
now be not the slightest doubt that Britain 
and France mean business. There are those 
in Germany who believe that they do not, 
but they delude themselves and the truth is 
not in them, for Mr. Chamberlain has made 
it abundantly clear as to what circumstances 
‘will involve Great Britain and France on the 
Continent, and that those cireumstances can 
only be of German creation. 

One of the gratifying features of the re~ 
ports which have come to hand is that while 
there is undoubtedly signs of a certain un- 
easiness in Germany itself regarding future 
prospects, the British and French masses are 
‘accepting the potentialities of the situation 
with a far greater calm than was displayed 
during the Czechoslovak crisis. That in all 
probability is due to the fact that they are 
getting fully accustomed to the German 
technique, which up to the present has afford~ 
‘ed no surprises, that there is a philosophical 
‘acceptance of the possibility of war, and a 
Gxed resolve that, should it come about, it 
will be. fought with the sternest determina 
tion to ensure that the will of the democr 
ies shall prevail, and that the rule of law 
shall be re-established in the world. Sooner 
or later, it is realized, there must come a 
showdown. Herr Hitler must have one if 
Is to make any progress towards the ful- 
filment of his frequently expressed policies. 
He has said, time and again, that the day of 
negotiation has long past; the reports that 
Britain has been urged to mediate suggests 
that he is probably not so firm in that con- 
viction as he was when he first gave it utter- 
ance, Neither Great Britain nor France have 
ever suggested that there is now no prospects 
of negotiations being successful. Indeed 
their general attitude may be summed up as 
being willing to confer with the Axis Powers 
if there is any reasonable prospect of such 
conversations proving fruitful. It is ay 
parent that so long as the Axis Powers hold 
to the idea that all conferences are for is to 
Secure the surrender of the Democracies to 
their demands, there can be no such negotia- 
tions, and if ‘Herr Hitler is correct in his 
contention it is merely because he has 
brought about a state of affairs in which 
negotiations show every prospect of being 
sterile. The better, and more correct view 
would seem to be that negotiations are always 
possible until the first shot has been fired. 
Until that has occurred there may be some 
chance of saving Europe, but whether that is 
Possible or not only Herr Hitler and 1! Duce 

now. 


‘One of the gravest mistakes to make at 
the present moment is to believe that Herr 
Hitler is bluffing. The only safe means of 
handling the present situation is on the at 
‘sumption that he is not,—the same assump- 
tion as last year. It is necessary, however, 
that he in his turn should be impressed with 
the fact that neither Britain nor France are 
indulging in the same risky game. It is re- 
lported that it is being borne in upon him 
that the democracies really mean business 
should he endeavour to incorporate Danzig in 
the Reich, but it does not appear to have 
been impressed upon him suffciently. It it 
were it is inconceivable that he should peril 
his own career, and the fortunes of his coun- 
try on the one desperate throw of war, for 
even without the adherence of Russia to the 
ide of the Democracies there is still no reason 
whatever to believe that the latter would 
emerge victorious from any struggle which 
Herr Hitler may care to precipitate. Failure to 
reach a military alliance between Britain, 
France and Russia before the possible outbreak 
Of hostilities need not mean that Russia would 
not become involved in such a war, for it is 
‘obvious that the reduction of Poland by Ger- 
many would bring the latter right to. the 
front door of the Ukraine, upon the riches 
of which Herr Hitler has'long set his eye. 
Consequently the completion of the present 
negotiations at Moscow is likely to be hurried 
rather than delayed by the rapidly develop- 
ing international situation, for Moscow fully 
realizes that an overrun Poland is a direct 
menace to itself, and, therefore, something 
which should not be allowed to’ occur. All 
these speculations will probably be decided 
in the very near future, possibly before the 
Nazi Party Congress to be held early in 
‘September, but if they are decided along the 
lines which Europe at present so greatly fears 
that Congress may never be held. Germany 
will be too busy fighting her war of aggres- 
sion. ‘That is solely for Herr Hitler to decide, 
There is no likelihood of the world accepting 























fait accompli with regard to Danzig, if 
Poland cares to resist. If Danzig is left 
alone there will be no war; if it is sought 
to include it in the Reich and Poland decides 
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to fight, there will be war, but the real 
decision rests with Herr ‘Hitler, and to 
abandon his present position would be to 
admit a defeat. 








BOTH SIDES EXPLAIN 
‘Aug. 22. 

‘The declarations issued by the British and 
Japanese Foreign Offices on the subject of 
the deadlock in the Tokyo negotiations put 
the points of view of the two nations with 
the utmost clarity, the former in particular 
clearly demonstrating that the present failure 
arises wholly from the Japanese attitude 
‘regarding the inclusion of items in the pro- 
gramme of much wider aspect than was ever 
contemplated by Great Britain when enter- 
ing into the conversations, It was clear from 
the various statements made by the hundred 
‘and-one Japanese spokesmen, who have aired 
‘their views on the subject, and the opinions 
set forth in the Japanese Press that matters 
more far-reaching than the local issues in- 
volved in the Tientsin dispute would be put 
forward, but Great Britain had to enter into 
the negotiations on the original demands 
which were of purely local importe 
ance. It was as the talks progressed that 
the intelligent anticipation of the Japanese 
spokesmen, and the press came to be justi- 
fied, though it must be emphasized that Bri- 
tain could only deal with the various de~ 
mands as the Japanese raised them, and 
it was not until the demands for the hand~ 
ing over the Chinese dollars in the various 
Chinese banks in the British Concession, and 
the banning of Chinese National Currency 
from circulation had been put forward official 
ly that it was possible for Britain to make 
plain her stand upon these points, The original 
scheme of the Japanese was to bring the 
British representatives to the conference 
table to deal with issues upon which Britain 
could make unilateral decisions, involving no 
rights of other third party neutrals, and as the 
negotiations progressed, to put forward the 
wider demands in the hope that, rather than 
Jet the conference collapse, Britain, would 
make those concessions which were the real 
‘Japanese objective, Those concessions involved 
the rights of others and the only correct 
stand which could be adopted with regard 
to them is the one upon which Whitehall has. 
decided, and that it would make that decision 
was a foregone conclusion, It would redound 
neither to Britain's honour nor to her states~ 
manship if she had betrayed the rights of 
other nations in China for the purpose of 
removing the inconvenience which the pre- 
sent unfortunate relations with Japan entail, 

Looking back it would seem that White- 
hall went just as far as it rly could, 
‘The Craigie-Arita formula was a matter-of- 
fact recognition of the existing state of 
affairs, and a re-enunciation of that neutral 
ity which Great Britain has always sought 
to maintain in China during this pre- 
sent conflict. From that the purely local 
‘Tientsin issues were reached. ‘Tokyo, after 
having refused to furnish it, supplied that 
extra evidence which it claimed it had 
against the four Chinese accused of com- 
plicity in the murder of the Chinese Customs 
Superintendent, and the Law Officers of the 
Crown decided’ that a prima facie case had 
‘been made out against them. ‘Their ultimate 
fate is now before the British Courts, and 
does not permit of comment at this junc- 
ture, but the development is referred to as 
cleatly demonstrating two things,—one, that 
this particular issue need never have be- 
come so acute had the Japanese authorities 
done earlier what they were subsequently 
obliged to do to gain their point, namely, 
produce this additional evidence when they 
‘were asked to long before the idea of a con- 
ference was broached, and, second, that the 
British authorities when in receipt of that 
evidence gave it that proper consideration 
which had always been promised it, ‘The 
reasonableness of the British attitude was 
further shown by the manner in which they 
approached the Japanese demands in con- 
nection with the suppression of terrorism 
‘and co-operation with the Japanese authori 
ties in this respect. ‘The exact terms of 
this part of the agreement have not been 
divulged, but the fact that an arrangement 
equally acceptable to the British, and the 
Japanese, without infringing upon British 
rights in the Concession, could be reached 
is yet another definite proot of the accom- 
‘modating spirit in which Great Britain en- 
tered into these negotiations, But the 
Japanese appetite grew with eating, and as 
the local issues were thus successfully dis- 
posed of, the other demands were made 
‘which had already been adumbrated in the 
manner mentioned, whereupon the real 
Japanese objectives and the principal ob- 
stacles to agreement were officially and 
simultaneously divulged, . 

‘They amounted in fact to a demand that 
Great Britain should do what Mr, Chamber- 
lain had very definitely stated only a few 
weeks before it would never do, namely, 
change its foreign policy at the dictates: of 
another Government, and, directly the Japan- 
‘ese demands were made, it became obvious 
that, unless the attitude’ they denoted . was 
radically changed, there was very little 
hope indeed that the Tokyo Conference 
could ever result in. success, Tt was not 
merely a question of asking Great Britain 
to modify her policy with regard to China, 
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British Recruits Increase 

Jt is an interesting and important fact that, 
despite the recent enactment of the compulsory 
service Bill by the House of Commons and its 
enforcement, recruiting for the various branches 
fof “the British Army and the reserves has 
Shown no falling off Instead there isa mani 
fest Improvement, the figures for July being 
4,778 “for the regular army, as compared with 
Dut 2646 for the corresponding month last 
year. Recruiting fer the Royal Air Force has 
practically doubled from the period since April 
1 until the end of July as compared with the 
same months last year, while the centres of 
the Royal Air Force Volunteer Reserve are 
‘now approaching the establishment set for them 
In the current. expansion scheme. With the 
removal of a large number of young men trom 
the labour market as a result of compulsory 
‘raining, and the general improvement Jn Brit. 
Jsh unemployment figures, it would be thought 
that recruiting would have fallen somewhat. 
‘That has not occurred, and the daily accession 
of strength to the various branches of the ser- 
ices Is one of the most important features of 
Fecent developments, Without a doubt the 
Improvements which have been effected in the 
conditions under which the regular forces serve 
hhas done much to attract men to the Army as 
a eareer, but what ‘will be watched with more 
than'a little interest Is that in so” small a 
country as Great Britain it is possible for a 
voluntary and a compulsory system to operate 
‘on parailel lines without damaging. the chances 
fof one oF the other. “Thus under the prospect 
ff an early war men are flocking to the colours, 
‘and it may safely be assumed that should war 
break out the same scene of eager volunteer~ 
Ing. will be witnessed as was seen at the com~ 
mencement of the Great War. ‘The compulsory 
scheme leaves large resources of man-power 
Mill untouched of men over the age of twenty 
fone and there is no reason to think that within 
2 comparatively "short tlie armies equal {0 
those of 1018-1914 could not. speedily be 
brought Into being. With the militia and the 
regular forces Great Britain has now a greater 
Striking force than she has ever had before, 
‘and the possibility of eventually _ putting | 
millions of men into the fleld as she did 
tiwenty-Ave years ago Is something which eannot 
bbe. overlooked. Inthe event of a short war 
she would be unable to do s0, but there is no 
Intention on the part of Great Britain or France 
fof fighting a short war once it has been com= 
fenced, and for a long one the democracies 
are muich better fitted than are the dictalor 
states 








The S. A. Meets 

Considerable interest will be taken over the 
meeting: of the High Council of the Salvation 
Army, which is taking place in London, under 
‘he chairmanship of Commissioner David 
Lamb, for the purpose of selecting a successor 
to General Evangeline Booth, who succeeded 
General Bramwell Booth, and is retiring under 
the age limit. ‘There Is not only the personality 
of the new General at stake, but also the 
question of the future of the control of the 
Saivation “Army. “From ‘the news "which has 
come to hand there is very little to. indles 
who Is likely to follow Miss Booth,.and on the 
seore of aye it does not seem likely that any 
of the better ‘known Commissioners. stands 
much of a chance, though amongst the younger 
members of that rank-a likely: man may be 
found.

The Lone Battalion 


‘One of the most difficult of the many 
problems left. over from. the Sino-Japanese 
hostilities in the Shanghai arex—and one which 
is incapable of solution until peace is declared 
invelves the “Lone. Battalion,” now interned 
in Kisochow Road. ‘These men, after a heroic 
[struggle against the Japanese, were offered the 
Sanctuary of the Foreign Selilement, and those 
‘who could walk, hobble or be carried out of 
the Joint Savings Bank building, were admitted 
into the Settlement and afterwards interned 
luntit their disposition could. be arranged. Un- 
ortunately, the tide of war passed Shanghai 
fand swept up the Yangtze beyond Hankow, and 
‘with Shonghal surrounded by Japanese troops 
there is no possibility of releasing them. 
‘Theoretically, they could be marched 10 the

‘That the rice situation in Shanghai is serious 
there can be no gainaying, and the municipal 
authorities are doing eversthing in thelr power 
fo bring about an improvement. Attempts have 
been made in some quarters to blame the 
Shanghal Muntelpal Council" for. the shortage, 
but investigation does not support this view of 
ithe matter. With exchange as it is at the 
present moment, it is impossible for the Coun 
fell to run the risk of very serious losses by 
purchasing rice to remedy the situation. As. 
[2 matter of fact the main supply of rice comes 
from the hinterland which is under Japanese 
occupation, and what would normally be 9 
Jéaily supply of some 10,000 bags coming from 
‘moss ‘areas has now dwindled 10 some 2,000) 
per diem, or one-fifth of Shanghai's normal 
Consumption, The difficulty of dealing with the 
matter is increased by the fact that certain 
lunserupulous rice merchants are undoubted'y 
hoarding the ‘grain, for the purpose of | prom 
Steering. It would seem that. at’ the momen] 
there is sufficient rice in Shanghai to cover the 
need for the next three or four weeks, and that 
funless larger supplies are fortheoming trom. 
{the interior the situation is likely to become 
very serious. “There is nothing whatever to 
suggest that the Japanese authorities are wane 
{only holding up the rice supplies which should 
reach the port from the territories occupied by 
them, and that whatever difieulty there is in 
arranging a smooth flow of supplies here arises 
rather from an incomplete appreciation of the 
seriousness of the position. It may

day he received a visit from the 
Puppet police of his city and und 
‘orders from the military found’ his. 
Self in jail. ‘They’ tortured him, con- 
seated his property and. generally 
gave him so thorough a run for his 
life that he was glad to quit his busi- 
hess ond retreat to the safety of a 
Jarge city where he could live with 
out being econspieuous, 

‘With this example before them a 
number of other small merchants 
Who had lately started with a capital 
‘of a few hundred dollars in the same 
line of business decided it was ‘wise 
to'stop. ‘The fled was left exclusive: 
ly ‘in the hands’ of one group. who 
handle the business for the Japanese 
military. "The profits of the military 
Became enormous since they have 
permitted rice to come into Shanghal

Torture 


One of our informants tells of con- 
ditions: in his "native town, He ex: 
plained that no names could be given 
fis the authorities would immediately 
felze and torture all. his relatives 
It he gave out even the slightest in- 
formation with ‘regard. to conditions 
there. In this town the Japanese 
military "have established a puppet 
overnment as they have in most 
towns in the occupied area. Using 
this town asa base they have now 
started a. drive against the guerillas 
to “mop up" the district. ‘The gue- 
Hihias'on the other hand have started 
‘8 campaign to “mop up” the Japan- 
ese garrisons, The guerrillas have 
forced the withdrawal of all garrisons 
‘except for those in the larger cities 
find along the railways. 

It would seem that for the time 
being’ the results are decidedly in 
favour ‘of the guerillas, largely” due 
to thelr superior numbers. “However 
the guerillas eannot prevent the fre- 
‘quent forays of Japanese mopping-up 
detachments usually consisting of 
from 100 to 400 men with machine 
‘guns ond small mountain guns, and 
provisioned for a three or four days 
Expedition. They usually attack a 
‘market, town used by the guerillas 
{or collecting taxes ; by the time the 
Japanese arrive the guerillas are st 
some distance watching for a favour- 
‘able opportunity. to attack at, night 
fr cut Off sentries oF small detach- 
ments. “The Japanese seize a few 

itizens and take them back to head- 
‘quarters then starts the long process 
Of torture as they seek to extract 

















Plain Clothes 


Both guerillas and Jopanese have 
taken to wearing plain clothes, es- 
pecially for spying. The Japanese 
fare using more and more Chinese 
for thelr’ attacks. When a villager 
finds himself facing a gun he does 
not know which party he is facing. 
If he pretends to be friendly to one 
side he Is quite likely to find him 
self actually in the hands of the 
other side. and is promptly shot or 
ortured. ‘This fs the chaos and hor- 
ror which the Japanese have brought 
info the ‘entire occupied territory 
covered by this survey. 

‘According to the posters distei- 
buted throughout this ‘territory. the 
Japanese call this the “New Order 
in Bast Asia” or "Peace in Bast Asia.” 
“Even though I starve to death here 
in ‘Shanghai, T cannot go. back to 
such conditions,” our business friend 
explains. ‘The ‘life of the peaceful 
hard-working Chinese farmer has be- 
‘come hell on earth. Not one in ten 
thousand of ‘the fendish’ tortures 
suffered by these simple country 
Peasants is ever told to the cutside 
world. ‘This they must suffer in 
‘order that generals and offcials may 
strut in thelr uniforms over the good 
earth. 





To Fight Russia 


On several occasions ately the 
‘Japanese army have started ina 
reat campaign in this territory” to 
train Chinese conscripts. ‘The orders 
went out in one area to enlist all 
those from 18 to 25 for military 
training. ‘Because the young men did 
t wish to fight their own brothers 
‘and cousins it eaused a reign of ter- 
ror, ‘Thousands fled to. guerilla 
territory, many of them Joining the 
‘Guerilla armies, one unit receiving a 
‘Sudden addition of 3,000 volunteers. 
‘The Japanese in order to allay the 
fears of the young men, and because 
they met strong opposilion from the 
puppets, changed their tacties. ‘They 
‘announced that the young men would 
not have to fight their own country= 
men, but would be sent to Manchi- 
kuo'to fight the Russians. Because 
‘almost all the young men had fled, 
they now planned to take the older 
‘group from 25 to 30 years who had 
not escaped. ‘The news leaked out 
before they were ready to spring the 
fap and take the men into camp. 
Many of these also. escaped but 
thousands were seized and are now 
in training at Nanking and other dis- 
tant places. ‘The policy followed is 
always to lake the young men away 
8 far as possible ‘from their own 
rritory to-a place where they ean~ 
not escape so easily. The dialect will 
be different and it will be easy to| 
detect any who attempt to flee. 
Because of the threat of Russia 
fon the Manchoukuo border this at- 
tempt to levy on the 100,000,000 pro- 
spective Chinese soldiers. for cannon 
fodder to ght Russia Is being speed- 
ed up considerably." Originally it 
was not intended to start the training 
of these young men until all China 
had been “pacified.” Just now Russia 
does not show indications of holding 
hher hand while afew tens of mil- 
lions are trained to fight her.

No Authority 

“A mere stranger or volunteer. 
however, who has no authority to ap- 
pear on behalf of a prisoner or right 
fo represent him will not be allowed 
to apply for a habeas corpus” (R. v. 
Clarke, (1762), 3 Burr. 1362), and this 
Tater passage ‘seems to indicate that 
even denial of access to a prisoner 
oes not entitle persons of this des- 
‘eription to apply. ‘The present ap- 
plicants have not been shown to have 
ny authority to appear on behalf of 
these prisoners or right to represent 
them, Tt has, moreover, “been said 
(Ex parte Child (834) 15 C. B. per 
Jervis C. J, at p. 239) that a mere 
stranger has no right to come to the 
[Court and ask that a party who makes 
no affidavit, and who Is not suggested 
to be so coerced as to be incapable: 
fof making one, may be brought up by 
habeas corpus to be discharged from 
restraint, Counsel for the applicants 
did indeed suggest at the hearing of

“Every application for a writ, more 
over, "must be supported by affidavit, 
Upon which the Court is) able to 
exercise its discretion as to whether 
the ‘writ shall be issued or not. It 
ehould be made by the prisoner or 
parly who claims the writ or by some 
‘other person on his behalf and with 
his authority, or by some person who 
can satisty the Court that the person

is based on the Re Parker, Canadi 
Prisoners’ Case, (1839), ' where 
motion for a writ was made on an 
failidavit of solicitor on behalf ‘of 
the "prisoners.

Japanese Version of Shooting 

In an official statement by Major’

‘ale ineldent Is obviously a violation 
fof the agreement. We have often 
heard criticisms from voices attack 
ing Japan in connection with the 
Incident In Tientsin that ‘British na 
tonals were alleged to have been 
subjected to improper treatment, 
Everybody will agree, however, that 
such ‘complaints can not be compared 
with “the recent incident which 
‘caused deaths and injuries among the 
members of the Police of the City 
Government. 

Great Britain also denounces the 
antisBritish movement - belng con 
ducted in various places in China, 
‘but fs seems to us that such an antl= 
British ‘movement should not occasion 
surprise if Chinese lives “are so 
lightly treated by the British. Even 
If the anti-British movement is in 
{ensified in the future the responsi- 
bility should Hie with the British. 


Grave Concern 
Needless to say, the incident is a 
matter that ‘coneérns the “Municipal 
Council and the City Government,

Mr. H. P. Krogh Shot Down Outside Own Home ; 
Police Comb District With Armoured Cars

Shanghai, Aug. 19. 


(R. Holger Peter Krogh, Danish manager of the Canvassing 


Northern Telegraph Co, Ltd.; was 


shot dead at 8.20 am. yesterday just as he was about to drive 


to his office from his residence at 


91 Amherst Avenue. Employing 


no chauffeur, Mr. Krogh went to the garage, situated next to his 


residence, and backed out the car.

sed in foreign clothes, approached 


him and ‘through the window of the car tendered a slip of paper 


asking : 


“Are you Mr. Krogh ?” 


‘When Mr, Krogh answered he

‘The shooting is all the more drama- 
ic as Mr. Krogh was to have left 
Shanghai on ‘Thursday evening for 
Peitaiho to rejoin his wife and 12- 
year old son. He had to delay his 
eparture however as the sailing of 
the steamer was postponed to last 
ight, 

Before leaving the house, Mr. 
Krogh who was in very good spirits at 
the time, told his boy that he would 
only be’ home for tifin as he was 
leaving at 6 pm. He also paid the 
servants’ salaries on ‘Thursday after- 
noon and was looking forward to 
Join his wite and son. 

‘Mz. R. W. Yorke, Assistant Com- 
missioner of the Shanghai Municipal 
Police personally took over investi- 





gations into the case, while the 
Danish Consul-General, Mr, Pow 
‘Scheel, was immediately informed 


and afrived at the Krogh residence 
shortly before 10 am, 

Although police ‘investigations are 
not yet concluded, it appears. that 
the two gunmen atrived in front of 
the lane in which Mr, Krogh's home 
ig situated, somewhat before 8.15 a.m. 
ina motér-car which could ‘not be 
Identified because the licence-plates 
had been smeared with mud. 


Carefully Planned 

‘They entered the Jane and waited 
near the house until Mr. Krogh came 
‘out but they did not approach him 
Until he had driven his ear out of the 
garage. After having fired the shots, 
the two men were seen running to- 
wards Amherst Avenue after having 
threatened Mr. Krogh's “boy,” who 
witnessed the shooting trom the en- 
trance to the house and who was 
about to raise an alarm when he 
was told that he too would be shot 
it he let out a sound. 

‘The whole affair wos over in a 
fraction of a minute and when a 
EP.C. who was on duty at the home 
of Mr. C. Akagi, Deputy Commis- 
sloner, SMP, situated a few yards 
further Inside the Jane, came’ rune 
ning to the’ scene, the men had al- 
ready -fled, presumably using their 
eat in which a chauffeur had been 
waiting. 

‘The motive of the | murderers 
hhag not yet been established but in 
this connection it must be pointed 
out that Mr. Krogh was accused by 
the local Japanese. press of having 
climbed on the roof of a "Ta Tao! 
police station on Great Western Road 
fat 4.30 am. on July 17 and of hav- 
ing torn down the five-barred flag 
which was flying from the flag-pole. 

Mr, Krogh strenuously denied this 
and was able to prove conclusively 
that at the time of the reported in- 
eldent he was at home. 

‘As far ax could be ascertained yes 
terday, Mr. Krogh had not received 
any threats either orally or in writ 
ing since the incident but, while 
police officials declined to give any 
possible motive for the attack, it was 
enerally believed that the ‘assassi- 
ation Was a sort of “revenge”. 

‘Officials of ‘the “Great Northern 
‘Telegraph Co., when notified of the 
affair, were horrifled and Mrs. Krogh 
was immediately informed by cable, 
while the Danish flag flying over the 
cable building on Avenue Edward 
‘VEE was lowered io half-mast. in 
respect for the deceased who was 
very popular with local Danes 


Very Popular Here 

Mr, Krogh was born in Denmark 
on May 13, 1900 and jomed the 
Great Northern ‘Telegraph Co. 20 
‘years ao, being first sent 19 London. 
tn England he married and was 
transferred to Shanghai in 1928, be- 
ing immediately placed in charge of 
‘the Canvassing Department. He was

very popular not only with other 
‘employees of his company but also 
with all those who had occasion to 
come Into contact with him during 
the past eleven years. 

Mr. Krogh was the commanding 
officer of A" Company, .V.C, hold- 
fing the rank of ‘Captain and was a 
popular “member of the Cercle, 
Sportif Francais, the Shanghai Club’ 
and the Danish Tennis Club, No 
funeral arrangements have been 
made pending the receipt of instruc. 
tions from the widow. 

It was against the eventuality of 
‘a general ‘shoot-up between” the 
police and criminals that special pre- 
cautionary measures had_ been taken 
‘on August 15 when two C.P.C's were 
critically injured. “Accordingly more 
extensive precautions were taken in 
the Western District last night. 

‘The British military authorities, on 
being informed of yesterday's killing, 
were reported to have taken special 
precautions in their sector.

Japanese Pressmen 
Insulted 
Shanghal, Aus. 20 


‘A reporter and a photographer of 
the “Tairiku Shimpo", local Japanese 
daily were treated in an insulting man- 
nner on the morning of Aug, 18 by Pro- 
bationary Sergeant N. B. Webb of the 
‘Shanghal Municipal Police who is al- 
eged to have barred them from the 
seene of the murder of Mir. H. P. 
Krogh, according to a report appear- 
ing in yesterday's issue of that news- 
paper. 

‘When the newspapermen approach- 
ed the house, according to this report, 
the police officer was alleged to have 
pointed a pistol at them, without 
Swaiting their explanation, and to. 
have seized their camera and other 
aecessories which they bad left in 
thelr car, only returning these to 
the two men when they left later. 
Mr, Webb is also aceused of having 
sald: “I don't like Japanese.” 

‘A. “North-China Daily News" re- 
porter who was at the scene when the 
{wo newspapermen alighted from 
their car which a chauffeur sub- 
sequently parked on the left side of 
‘Amherst Avenue, saw that an attempt 
was made by the photographer to 
walk up the Jane in which the re- 
sidence of the late Mr. Krogh is 
situated. A foreign detective walked 
‘up to the photographer who was ac- 
companied by the reporter, and told 
hhim that he had striet instructions not 
to permit any photographers to ap- 
proach the premises in question. 


Referrea to A. 


Even the insistence on the part of 
the reporter that the photographer 
came from a Japanese newspaper had. 
no result, as the detective politely but 
firmly referred the reporter to assist- 
‘ant-Commissioner R. W. Yorke, with 
whose permission alone, he said he| 
‘would allow pictures to be taken, 
Nevertheless the photographer at- 
tempted to take a picture, from where 
he was standing some six yards inside 
the lane, while photographers of Eng- 








lish-language newspapers had already 
put their cameras away because of 
the police order. The foreign detec- 
tive again politely reminded the 
Japanese photographer that it was not 
permitted to take pictures, whereupon 
he desisted, 

‘A minute or two later, the reporter 
walked up to the detective again and 
asked him whether he could walk up 
the lane to the home of Mr. C. Akagi, 
Deputy-Commissioner of the SALP., 
for the purpose of telephoning. The 
detective said that there were no 
objection to this at all, whereupon the 
reporter walked up the lane. ‘The 
photographer, with camera in hand, 
tried to follow but the detective re- 
minded him for the third time that 
it was not permitted to take pictures, 
whereupon the photographer turned 
away. 

‘During all this time, Prob.-Serg. 
Webb was posted at the entrance of 
the Krogh residence inside the mos- 
quito-netting door and at no time did 
he come to the scene, while the car 
in which the Japanese’ newspapermen 
had arrived and which bore a large 
Fed flag on the radiator, remained 
parked outside the Jane. 


Warned Three Times 


‘The “North-China Daily News" re- 
porter left a few minutes later as did 
the detective on duty and from the 
report appearing in the “Tairiku. 
Shimpo", it appears that the incident 
occurred’ thereafter. In view of the 
fact that Mr. Webb was understood to 
have had Instructions to remain at the 
entrance of the residence, it appears 
that the Japanese _ photographer, 
ignoring the three warnings given him. 
a few minutes previously by the de- 
tective, attempted to take a picture. 

Police officials questioned yesterday, 
stated that no official complaint had 
been received from the Japanese 
pressman involved, but that they had 
called on Chief-Inspector F. E. Dudley 
the same morning and had given him. 
‘their version of the incident. As soon 
as an official complaint is received, 
it is presumed that the police will 
investigate the alleged incident.

‘Shanghai. Aug. 16, 

Questioned as to whether the 850 
Jewish refugees who left Genoa 
aboard the Lloyd Triestino “liner 
‘Conte Bianeamano yesterday on theit 
way to Shanghai would be permitted 
to land here, a high Council oficial 
questioned on the subject yesterday 
‘said that no decision had as yet been 
laken, Pressed as to whether there 
was a possibility of their being re~ 
fused permission to land, he answered 
in the affirmative although he stressed 
again. that no definite decision had 
een taken yet. 

Meanwhile, a great sensation was 
‘caused among the 15,000 Jewish re- 
fugees who are now living in Shang- 
hat and who have hardly recovered 
atter the dramatic announcement 
made by the Japanese spokesman on 
‘August 11 when it was learned that 
‘a further flux into. Hongkew would 
hot be permitted. The S. M. C.'s an~ 
houncement that no refugees would 
be able to land here in future came 
ike a bomb-shell, for Shanghai was 
the only port in the world where no 
restrictions against. Jewish emigrés 
existed until August 14, 














Pathetic Seenes_- 

Pathetic scenes were witnessed in the 
various camps yesterday as many of 
the Inmates Were anxiously expecting 
the arrival of their relatives from 
Germany before the end of the year 
only to learn that they would not be 
allowed to land here. Families will 
be torn apart in view of the new 
‘measure and thousands of Jews in 
Germany. have been robbed of 
hope ever to leave Germany. 

On the other hand. it appears that 
the ‘Shanghai Municipal Council has 
taken the drastic step following the 
Japanese decision to stop a further 
inilux into areas under thelr control 
it being generally felt that there was 
no space whatsoever for ‘refugees 
south of the creck, particularly at the 
present time with the shortage of 
houses and apartments, 

It was not held unlikely that both 
the Shanghai Municipal Council and 
the Japanese authorities would, how= 
‘ever, be lenient In the enforcement 
of the new rule as it is known that 
oth bodies have allways been sym= 
pathetic towards the plight of these 
refugees: 

‘The committee in charge of the 
‘emigrés here is understood to be 
studying the various questions arising 
from the enforcement of these mea~ 
sures although no meeting has been 
held since the S. M. C. made the an- 
nouncement on August 1. 














Fate of Refugees 


In Balance 


Shanghai, Aug. 17. 

‘The tate of the 800 Jowish refugees 
now on theit way to Shanghai is still 
in the balance as no agreement has 
yet been reached between the Shang- 
thai Municipal Counell and the Japan- 
ese Consulate-General here following 
conferences on August 15 between 
Mr, ¥, Miura, Japanese Consul-Goner- 
land Mr, Godfrey C. Phillips, Secre- 
tary General of the Shanghai, ntuni 
cipal Counell, when the possibilities 
‘of accommodating these arrivals in 
Hongkew was discussed, 

'No further talks took place yester- 
day as the matter is at present being 
studied by both parties, Yesterday 
‘was the last day’ on which Jewish 
refugees here were able to register 
with the Japanese for permission to 
live and’ establish businesses in 
Hongkow and, if the Japanese 
memorandum of July 10 is. strictly 
enforced, the new arrivals. will not 
be permitted to reside north of Soo- 
chow Creok. 

It was teliably” but unomeially 
earned that Mr. Phillips, in his talk 
with Me. Mura, pointed out the short- 
faye of houses south of the creek and 
‘expressed the hope that the Japanese 
‘Authorities would make an exception 
to their now regulation in permitting 
the 600 persons arriving in the next 
few weeks to live north of Soochow 
Creek. 

‘There is a distinet possibility how- 
ever, that the new arrivals will not! 
be permitted to land if the Japan- 
ese ‘authorities should not agree to 
Tet them live in Hongkew as the 
Counell is not expected to permit 
their living south of the creek. 

‘Members of the committee looking 
after the refugees here declined to 
make a statement when questioned 
yesterday but voiced the hope that 
both the Counell and the Japanese 
authorities, who are known to be ex- 
tremely sympathetic towards the 
plight of these refugees, will make 
it possible for all those at preseiit on 
the way to land here.

Tenants Refuse to 
Pay Rent 


Shanghai, Aug. 19. 

‘Taking advantage of the general 
antipathy towards landlords in the 
International Settlement and French 
Concession, the tenants of the Shang- 
‘hal Land Investment Company's pro- 
perly in Tongshan Road, who had 
been living in. the few’ blocks of 
small houses and shops at half rent, 
have objected to the company's 
request for full rent and have refused 
to pay any rent at all. Consequently, 
‘the company has shut off the water 
supply to all the houses. 

Before the outbreak of hostilities 
in ‘Shanghai_on August 13, 1937, 
ents on the Tongshan Road property 
were quoted at $18 and $19. per 
month for small houses and shops. 
When the evacuation of the district 
occurred after the outbreak of the 
‘war here, the company decided to 
inerease the rent of both houses and 
shops to $28 per month, if the tenants

In’ February, 1998, sucn a move- 
‘ment began and about 20 per cent. 
of the dwellings were occupied by 
tenants who had moved back to their 
old homes and who lived there rent 
free, ‘There was no water supplied 
to the houses at the time, consequent- 
ly the eompany permitted the tenants 
to live there rent free. As more and 
more people took up residence in 
the block the company was moved, 
in November, 1937, to charge tenants 
half of the new rent decided upon 
‘and to supply water to the tenants at 
Intervals of three times a day. 


Request of Tenants 

‘This was done at the request of 
the tenants, who had formerly been 
getting waler trom hydrants outside 
the Japanese Naval Landing Party 
Barracks. ‘The company stipulated 
that if the water was turned on the 
tenants would have to pay halt of 
the new rent, or $1150 per month, 
At the time the company did 1. feel 
Justified in charging full rent because 
there was no light provided for the 
Janes and alleyways, 

Last month, however, the company 
was able to ‘supply water freely 24 
hours a day, had turned on the lights 
inthe lanes and alleyways and 
provided a Russian watchman for the 
property. ‘They then sent a circular 
fetter around to all tenants stating 
that as conditions had more or less 
returned to normal and that as the 
company was supplying water with 
no restrictions the tenants would be 
Fequested to pay full rent, or $23 
per month for thelr houses or shops. 

Immediately the tenants construed 
this move as a demand for an in- 
crease of 100 per cent. over the rent 
they had been paying and refused 
to accede to the company's request. 
In reality, however, it was merely 
‘an addition of $0 per cent. to the 
half they had “been paying, thus 
making the rent 100 per cent. or $23 
per month. Even this 
Presents an increase of only 25 per 
Cent. over the rent -they had been 
Paying before the war. 


igher In Settlement 

‘To rent the same house in the 
International Settlement, an official 
f the company revealed to the 
“North-China Daily | News,” would 
cost about $00 or $65 per month. 
Considering this fact, the increase in 
rent asked by the company for their 
Droperty in "Tongshan Road isnot 
exorbitant. The tenants remain stead- 
fast in thelr determination not to 
Pay, however, and have paid no heed 
whatsoever fo rent collectors who 
have pald visite to the premises in 
order to collect the rent. 

‘These tenants are all Chinese and 
cannot be sued in the First Special 
District Court as they are beyond 
the jurisdiction of that Court when 
they are living in occupied territory. 
Certainly, ‘they will not come into 
the “Settlement to stand trial for 
falling to pay thelr rent. This, in

The Chinese, memcers of the “Lone 
Battalion” that fled into the Seitle- 
ment through the British defence 
sector when the Japanese forces oc- 
cupied Chapel in October 1937, have 
‘been interned in a camp at the corner 
of Kiaochow and Singapore Roads. 
‘They first numbered 230 men, accord: 
ing to the daily, 





Hopes of Repayment 

Their maintenance cost was frst 
paid by the Chinese National Govern- 
‘ment, but since the fall of Nanking 
into "Japanese hands, the “Tairiku 
‘Shimpo” said, no money. has been 
forthcoming to defray the costs of 
their internment. “The Council hopes 
to be repaid some day by the Chung- 
king Government, although there is 
‘no possibility of that regime making 
‘any’ payments,” acording to the 
newspaper. 

Indignation has been caused among 
Japanese, the daily claimed, because 
‘of the action of the Counell “in pro- 
tecting and maintaining Chinese 
prisoners for such a long time in an 
‘area under Japanese control.” 

Several casualties were caused last 
year in a riot at the camp when the 
internees resisted an attempt by the 
Russian Regiment, S.V.C., to prevent 
them from hoisting a Chinese national 
flag, the paper recalled, 

Tite “Tairiku Shimpo” failed to 
state what should be done with the 
internees. 











“Lone Battalion” Head 
Claims Privileges

‘the battalion, Colonel Hsieh 
stated.

Chinese Mob Raids

‘The exact cause for the affair is 
still being. investigated but it was 
presumed that number of profes- 
Sonal agitators were responsible for 
the incident while bystanders prow 
Sted by the occasion In stealing all 
the flour which they were able 0 
Jay their hands on. 

Precautions Plasned 

‘An alarm was sent into Gordon 
Road police station 10 minutes after 
the rot had started and when a 
police party consisting of a foreign 
Aetective, a Chinese detective and a. 
Chinese. constable arrived on the 
scene, the mob dispersed which in 
the opinion of observers, indicates, 
that agents provocateurs’ were re- 
sponsible for ‘the affair, as the sup- 
port of the mob ceased with the 
Arrival on the scene of the three 
police offcers. 

‘As a result, it was understood last 
night that the Settlement police are. 
to take precautions similar to those: 
{in force during the rice shortage in| 
August and September 1937 when, it 
‘will be recalled, all rice shops inside 
the foreign areas were given police 
protection after a number of " riots! 
hhad occurred following the decision. 
of the rice dealers that only limited 
‘quantities of rice would be sold to. 
each customer. 

In last night's affair, it was under 
stood that the mob ‘not only took 
the flour but also some $30 which 
was found in one of the-drawers of 
the counter. It is not known why’ 
the attack was made on this par- 
tleular shop but the theory that 
revenge may have been responsible 
is being entertained by investigating 
detectives. 

‘The four arrested persons were 
understood to have been members of 
the mob and were not believed to 
have ‘been agitators, ‘The extent of 
the damage caused by the riot could 
not be ascertained Inst night but it

England Learns Russian 

In ten English Universities there 
are courses in the Russian language. 
In the professorlate of Cambridge 
University a Miss Hil, who was born 
In St. Petersburg, ‘has ‘gathered 
around her 60 students of both sexes, 
and last Christmas they produced the 
famous “comedy “The Auditor" 
(Revizor) with a gigantic ‘cast—all 
speaking thelr lines ia Russian. The 
Intest number of the Times Literary 
Supplement is devoted to a review 

study of the Russian language 
in England. The young Editor of this 
weekly supplement is himself posses- 
sor of no small knowledge of things 
Russian. On the first page he pub- 
ished a picture of Anna Pavlova, as 
it thus wishing to stress the artistieal 
influence of Russia throughout the 
world. But in his’ articles he does 
not limit hmselt to the Ballet Russe 
‘and Chekhov, lke many Russophiles 
seem to make a point of doing. He 
writes that one must study Russian, 
as this is the language of 170 million 
people “in a country which is rapide 
ly developing and has a tremendous 
economic future.” Russian, he con- 
nues, occupies an inereasingly high- 
‘er pedestal in international affairs, 
fand can offer much in the way of 
selence and culture; and yet English 
universities have not given the Rus- 
sian language a position commen- 
Surate with its importance. 

‘We must, states the Editor of the 
‘Times Supplement, exert all influence 
on, the educational authorities in 
order that this may be corrected. 
Taking Into consideration, he says, 
the altered political relations between 
England and Russia, it's to be hoped 
that parents themselves will insist 
that their children be taught Russian, 
English students must be reminded 
that a knowledge of the Russian 
language will open the road to the 
beauties of Russian culture’ and 
thought. ‘This alone will recompense 
them for their work. All this to say 
nothing of the importance for Eng- 
land of favourable political and 
economic relations with Russia. It 
would seem of that, he coneludes, no 
fone need any longer be convinced. 
In reporting, ‘in our own words, the 
views of the Editor “of the Times 
Literary Supplement, we would like 
to remark that Russia is the vogue 
in England today as she was in 1915. 
Tho Times even remarks that since 
the 18th century England has. had 
reat influence on Russia and her 
‘culture, that the elite of Russian so- 
cloly has always spoken the English 
language, admired Shakespeare and 
Byron, worn English tweed and Wked 
English roast beef and ale.

An Article Criticized 


To the Editor of the 
“Nonnt-Cuixa Dany News" 

Sm=—As in exercise in special 
pleading, article contributed to. your 
columns this morning is an admirable 
effort.

‘will never be forthcoming. 

Other foreigners may” forestall 
lunreasonable demands by suing their 
Nandiords, if the latter are amenable 
to Chinese law, first, af in the case 
of the Garden Apartments.

Chrys Moller a fourth; Pregensky 
offered the witness five per cent, of| 
the total price of HKS21,750. and: 
subsequently’ handed him  HK$1,000 
fat the Mercantile Bank of | Tndia| 
When he went there to sell his last 
‘The plaintit said that Mr. 
Chrys Moller asked him afterwards| 
whether he had got anything from 
Pregensky, and remarked that he 
would be ‘no good if he had not. 
Chrys Moller on the other hand said

Alleged Bank Robbers Charged 
Shanghai, Aug. 16. 
‘One man was charged with robbery 
while two other persons, one of 
them a woman, were charged with 
receiving stolen’ articles yesterday in 
the First Special District Court in 
conneetion with the big armed rob- 
ery committed on August 1 in the 
Kwang Shui Native Bank in Lane 170 
Tientsin Road in. which $12,820 in 
Chinese notes was stolen “by three 
men, two of whom were armed.

British Soldiers Intervene

Father, Two Sons Sentenced 


Shanghal, Aug. 17. 
A father and his two sons, all said 
to be notorious gangsters formerly 
operating in Sungkiang, were sen- 
tenced to heavy prison terms yester- 
day by the Second Special District 
Court, charged with armed robbery, 
murder and offences against the in- 
stitution of marriage. ‘The father, Li 
Yung-kwon, was sentenced to’ 12
